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New Crime watch program 
entails help from FPL

Florida Power and Light Company employees 
are participating in a new program called “ЕРІ, 
Radio Watch". The program will use radio- 
dispatched utility workers to report emergen- 
cies, accidents, crime and suspicious acitivity to 
local police. 

Palm Beach County Sheriff's Detective John 
Lamont outlined the program to FPL employees 
last Friday. 

“This is an offshot of the neighborhood crime 
watch program," Lamont told the group. "With 
both husbands and wives working, this leaves 
homes unattended all day. Residential burgulary 
is a big problem," he said. 

The FPL employees were told they should 
observe and report any suspicious activities in 
the neighborhoods they are working in. 

“We definitely need your help. Particularly 
because of the residential daytime burgularies,” 
Lamont said. 

He stressed that he did not want the 
employees to jeopardize themselves. "When it 
comes to criminal type activity, we are not ask- 


Lamont said the men in the bucket trucks have 
a distinct advantage. He said many times law en- 
forcement officials need to be called in order to 
do a search of a suspect or a vehicle. 

“It gives the police a reason for probable cause 
if an FPL employee calls. Then we can check. 
Otherwise, we legally have no right to search the 
cars. If it doesn't look right, call," he said. 

Lamont said the current crime watch program 
is very sucessful in Palm Beach County. He said 
Palm Beach County has the second most active 
tips line in the United Stat 

He said most of the crimes are being commit- 
ted by nine to 18 year olds. He told of a nine year 
old who was arrested 17 times for car theft. He 
said the last car the boy stole was a 300 ZX. 

He said the child could hardly see over the 
steering wheel to drive, but he was a good car 
theif. He added that while they would be doing 
the paperwork on the boy, his mother would be 
getting him out of the Department of Youth Ser- 
vices.

Auditorium.
